Syria to. be

Israel expects a good deal of shut- 
tiling by Dr, Kissinger and a good 
deal of tough negotiating between™ 
Jerusalem and Damascus when the

‘Washington and transmitted by him 
to Israel Ambassador Simcha Di- 
nitz reached Jerusalem yesterday --- 
and caused no surprises among the 
persons involved in the talks.

Shehabi is reported to 
be one of 40 Palestinian officers 
who joined the Damascus military 
establishment early in 1948 with 
the alm of founding a Palestinian 
army. On the emergence of the 
State of Israel that year, however, 
several of the officers joined the 
Syrian Army, later gaining high

The Syrians yesterday continued 
to shell the Israel force which es- 
tablished a presence on the Her- 
mon peak over the weekend. But 
they hit no one and caused no 
damage. 

During the bombardment, Defence 
Minister Moshe Dayan visited the 
troops who have taken up positions 
on the Hermon peak. He talked to 
the commanders of the troops in 
the area and with the soldiers who 
have taken up positions on the 
Hermon peak. 

Mr. Dayan trudged through knee- 


geep snow drifts during a 90-minute 
Syrian bombardment to reach the 
position.

New blood bank 
in Magen David 


expansion plans 


TEL AVIV. — Magen David Adom 
will build a new blood bank here 
at a cost of ILl5m., its executive 
chairman, Prof. Moshe Mani, an- 
mounced yesterday in calling for 
generous public response to its fund- 
Taising drive tomorrow. 

The need for the blood bank, as 
well as a substantial expansion of 
emergency-supplies storage and of 
the ambulance fleet, is one of the 
lessons about first-aid service learn- 
ed from the Yom Kippur War, 
Prof. Mani told a press conference 
at Beit Sokolow. During the war, 
he said, Magen David Adom put its 
stored emergency supplies and equip- 
ment, which were utilized without 
leaving any surplus, at the disposal 
of the army, In the event of a 
longer war, or casualties in the rear, 
8 much larger amount of supplies 
and equipment would be needed, he 
pointed out. 

The expansion programme, how- 
ever, causes serious budget prob- 
lems, Prof. Mani explained. Magen 
David Adom has asked the Gov- 
ernment to cover only 25 per cent 
of its IL30m. budget, and while in 
the past it has relied lergely on 
contributions from abroad, this pro- 
gramme makes it necessary for Is- 

raelis to participate in the campaign 
to a greater degree, he said.

The ILP team, headed by Yehuda 
Shaari, said that new elections 
would clear the political air and 
put the parliamentary picture into a 
truer perspective than now — but 
elections could only follow the final 
report of the Agranat war enquiry. 
The present caretaker regime should 
carry on in the meantime. 


Hillel Seidel boycotted the ILP 
deputation when the party's Enes- 
set faction voted to prevent him 
from telling the President that he 
favours α national emergency coali- 
tion.

Taxman charged 
with embezzling 
payments 


HAIFA. — A former chief income- 
tax collector in the Nahariya dis- 
trict was charged in the District 
Court here yesterday with embezzl- 
ing some 140,000 collected from 
taxpayers in his district. 


Avraham Reches, who served as 
chief income-tax collector in the 
Nahariya district from July 1967 
until February 1972, is facing 21 
charges of embezzlement and forg- 
ery. He is alleged to have placed 
money collected from taxpayers 
into his own account and sending 
them receipts, but falling to credit 
their accounts.

Reflecting the sombre events 
of Israel's 25th year, next week's 
26th Independence Day obser- 
vances will be more restrained 
this year. commencing on the 
morning of Thursday, April 25, 
rather than immediately after 
the close of Remembrance Day 
for the nation’s fallen. 

“With their thoughts on the 
fallen in the October war and on 
the victims of the Kiryat Shmo- 
na massacre, few people will be 
in the mood to hit each other on 
the head with plastic hammers,” 
said Yehuda Ian, director of the 
Government Information Centre 
and chairman of the celebra- 
tions committee, at a press con- 
ference in Jerusalem yesterday. 

Remembrance Day will begin 
with a one-minute siren blast at 
8 p.m. on Tuesday, April 23, fol- 
lowed in Jerusalem by a service 
at the Western Wall in the pre- 
sence of President Ephraim Kat- 
zir, the Chief of Staff Rav-Aluf 
Mordechal Gur and representa- 
tives of bereaved families. The 
national flag will be lowered and 
@ memorial torch flanked by an 
honour guard at all IDF bases 
until Wednesday evening. 

At 9 am. on Wednesday, the 
nation’s 350,000 schoolchildren 
will mark the occasion with spe- 
cial services. An hour later, Pre- 
sident Katzir will lead a memo- 
rial ceremony at Bar Kochba.

U.S. PRESS COMMENT ON MASSACRE 


Suicidal terror is mental disease’ 


WASHINGTON. — The ‘“Washing- 
ton Post" yesterday said on ter- 
rorism in the Middle East: “Like 
other forms ‘of mental disease, sui- 
eldal terrorism requires more than 
condemnation alone. Deliberately to 
slaughter unarmed civilians at ran- 
dom is an unspeakably vile tactic. 
The Arab gunmen who invaded the 
Israeli border village of Kiryat 
Shmona killed 18 people — most 
of them, as usual, women and chil- 
dren, The Palestinian irreconcilables 
know that their position is not good, 
and that it is not getting any bet- 
ter. They conclude that their only 
weapon now is the kind of crime 
that attracts attention for its very 
gruesomeness and craziness. 


“The guerrillas are being left 
with a very constricted stage on 
which to appear. Guerrillas, as you 
may have noticed, have never been 
permitted to operate from Egypt. 
The Israelis bitterly assert that it 
is Lebanon's obvious duty to control 
the guerrillas within its boundaries. 
Legally, the Israelis are correct, but 
as 8 practical matter retaliation 
from the Israeli army is likely only 
to increase the guerrillas’ influence 
in a country that has so far man- 
aged to keep out of the war. 


“The fighting between Israel and 
Syria has increased in pitch, fol- 
lewing the raid on Kiryat Shmona. 
The Israelis have delivered a series 
of further threats to Lebanon. ae 
this chain of reaction and, unter... 


reaction continues, it will quickly 
end aH progress toward a peace 
conference.” 

The “Christian Science Monitor" 
in an editorial yesterday said the

WASHINGTON (Nana).— 

NE of the more bizarre effects 
of the tragic fight to the finish 
between the President and the Con- 
gress is that President Nixon, of all 


- people, is the champion of the for- 


eign policy of the Democratic far 
left. 


Indeed, had Sen. George Mc- 
Govern been elected President, it 
would have been politically impos- 
sible for him to reach so far for 
an accommodation with the Krem- 
lin, without being accused of pur- 
suing a “soft line’ on Communism 
and selling out the major ailies of 
the United States as part of the 
unequal bargain. - 

Nevertheless, this blueprint of far 
left foreign policy is the ‘basic 
frame of reference of the Nixon 
Administration. Moreover, the fre- 
netic efforts of Secretary Kissinger 
to capitalize it into concrete treaties 
as a palliative in the politics of 
impeachment is both joyously ex- 
ploited by Moscow and glumly 
understood ‘by America’s more or 
less helpless allies. 

The fact is, however, that the mad 
rush for a detente with Russia is 


rapidly losing momentum. Virtually - 


the entire perimeter around the So- 
viet-dominated states has developed 
@ people's resistance against further 
concessions to the Kremlin imperial- 
ism. 

The centre of this resistance is 
Sen. Henry M. Jackson of Washing- 
tonstate. The reason is that Sen. 
Jackson, characteristically starting 
as a lone voice, has convinced some- 
thing of a majority on Capitol Hill 
to pursue a policy of hard-nosed 
dealing with the Kremlin. This au- 
tomatically makes him the pivot of 
Communist resistance on a world- 
wide basis. 

Since it is a matter of life and 
death to the countries upon whose 
borders the great Soviet army is 
massed, naturally enough the bril- 
liant and effective marshalling by 
Sen. Jackson of the forces neces- 
sary to arrest such an awe-imspir- 
ing diplomatic momentum as de- 
tente has put him in the position of 
spokesman of the West, such as m0 
man has been since Sir Winston 
Churchill at Dunkirk. 

It is too early to know whether 
Sen. Jackson has turned the tide 
of battle; but it is not too early 
to say that he has created a for-
